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30% increase in library membership 


brings increase in library workload

Isat in on the monthly meeting of the 
Deseronto Public Library Board on 
Monday night, and | learned a lot. 


The people of this small town are 
lucky to have such good library services 
available to them for the nominal cost of 
about $4 per capita ... and with little 
effort on the part of the majority of the 
population. 


A special invitation to attend the 
meeting had been sent to Mayor John 
Neal and his councillors, but none of 
them turned up. 


The public had also been invited ... 
but only one turned up. 


Perhaps that speaks well for the 
operation of the library ... apparently 
everyone is happy with the way things 
are going. we 


The town contibullls 
of the financing of the 
$6,000 a year and, beca 
has attended a board mee 
February, the town ¢ 
satisfied with the lib 
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nocouncillor 
jing since last 


Tuesday morningearman Milligan, 
town clerk treasurer, told us that, ‘There 
are no problems with the library. They 
do such a good job and the budgets they 
present for our approval are well 
detailed.” 


People seem to be happy with the 
library too. There had been a 30% 
increase in membership this year over 
last year and more than 1,220 people 
now belong. About 400 of them are 
from the surrounding area, but this 
means that more than 800 people in a 
town of about 1,800 do use the library, 
fairly regularly. 


And the percentage is even higher if 
you subtract the number of obvious 
non-readers (age 0 - 4) of whom there 
are about 150 in town. 


Old railway lines lead down memory lane

I cannot claim to be an ardent rail fan; 
but | am nostalgic. Extremely so. | enjoy 
museums and appreciate anything 
which serves to keep us from forgetting 
the memorable past. 


We have relatives at Coe Hill, and 
often when we visit their home |! will 
arise early in the morning, head down 
the back yard and through a small 
woodlot and follow a well worn path 
which eventually drops me off at a 
nearby side road. 


When | first discovered this path, a 
blazed snowmobile trail | had thought, 
it was several minutes before | realized! 
was walking along an old railway bed. 


1 closed my eyes and the weeds 
disappeared, the tracks returned and | 
could almost envision regular railway 
traffic, black smoke rising above the 
horizon. 


| returned to reality when the old 
wooden bridge | was about to cross 
seemed doubtful if it would support my 
weight much less that of a locomotive. 


Asking around, | picked up bits and 
pieces about Ormsby Junction, the Coe 
Hill Station building which is now in the 
fairgrounds, the tracks leading to the 


iron ore mines at Coe Hill, and, more 
recently, the tracks being removed one 
summer sometime during the early 
1960's. 


MENTIONED IN NEW BOOK 


Coe Hill and Ormsby Junction are 
mentioned several times throughout 
‘Desperate Venture’, a book penned by 
Picton authors, Commodore James 
Plomer and Alan R. Capon, and 
launched this weekend in ceremonies at 
Pic ton’s Towne Mall and Public Library. 


The book is a praiseworthy attempt at 
recapping the events, hardships and 
‘desperate venture’ in the formation of 
the Central Ontario Railway. 


The book is timely since it was 100 
years ago this month that the Prince 
Edward Railway was completed. 
Stretching from Picton to Trenton, the 
32-mile line soon expanded into North 
Hastings and ended, incompietea, at 
Wallace, north of Maynooth. 


Both authors are longtime rail fans. 
Several years ago, Capon was involved 
in two rail fan trips from Picton to 
Marmora on CNR lines. The trips were 
described as ‘sell-outs’ with rail fans 
coming from the United States, Toronto 
and Montreal for the unusual excursion. 


AUTHOR OF SEVERAL BOOKS 


A native of Ipswich, England, Mr. 
Capon is Picton Bureau Chief for the 
Kingston Whig-Standar< and is author 
of ‘His Faults Lie Gently’, a biography of 
Sir Sam Hughes; ‘Historical Linday’, 
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Town council and the public may not 
have any problems with the library, but 
the library does have problems of its 
own. 


There are the minor problems ... 
discussed at Monday night's meeting ...

And there are major problems, one of 
which is how to cope with the flood of 
requests for material on one particular 
topic when a teacher at the school has 
given all students in the class the same 
topic to work on.

Chairman Mac McLean pointed out. 
‘They don’t belong to the library and are 
not familiar with the facilities.’ 


‘if they'd just let me co-operate,’ 
Librarian Gloria Greenfield said. ‘If we 
knew their projects well in advance we 
could get materials on loan to fill the 
needs.” 


The board agrees that the librarian 
should suggest to the principal of the 
Deseronto Elementary School that a visit 
to the library be scheduled in on one of 
the teachers’ professional development 
days. 


The fact that membership ... and book 
circulation ... are away up this year is 
encouraging but it, also, brings 
problems. 


There is an increasing load of work for 
the librarian to do ... getting reports 
ready for Wintario grants and other 
clerical activities. 


Ms. Greenfield is supposed to work 
only 18 hours a week ... 12 hours in the 
library when it is open, and 6 hours at 
the book work. 


‘She's finding there’s no human way 
to do it without working longer hours,’ 
Chairman McLean told the board. 


In addition to other duties, the 
librarian also looks after arrangements 
for the children’s story hour and the 
senior citizens’ films. 


The board meetings are open to the 
public. They are held the first Monday 
evening of each month in the library 
building on Main Street. Why not drop 
in for the next meeting. Your 
suggestions for helping solve the 
library’s problems would be most useful 
and appreciated.

ALLOWANCES 


It's not official yet, but there are strong rumours that

the Progressive Conservative Federal Government is 
considering replacing family allowances and income tax 
deductions for children with a child tax credit system. 


Estimates are that cutbacks in family allowances would 
give the government more than §2 billion a year to 
redistribute. 

One reason suggested is that the government is 
strapped for cash as it procedes to make good on such 
election campaign promises as the mortgage and 
property tax credit, which could cost more than $2 
billion a year when fully implemented. 


Replacing family allowances with tax credits would 
put low-income parents in somewhat the same spot the 
federal government now finds itself....a shortage of cash 
on hand. But the parents need the cash to pay for 
immediate necessities....not for election promises. 

The problem with a tax credit is that you don’t get it 
until income tax time rolls around. And that’s no help if 
you haven’t got cash now to pay for drugs, dentists, 
medical help, warm clothes or food which are needed 
right now. 


| remember when family allowances (or the baby 
bonuses as we all called them) were introduced in 1945. 
We hailed them as a progressive step forward in 
providing for the well-being of the children in our 
communities. 


The Federal Government would be well advised to 
take another look at the heartbreak they may cause low- 
income mothers by cutting off any assistance at this time 
of high inflation and unemployment.

pieces 
1 cup finely-chopped onion 
1/4 cup thinly sliced crystallized ginger 
2 tbsp. curry (use favourite strength - 
medium or hot) 
1 tbsp. salt 
1 tbsp. sugar 
Dash of pepper 
1/8 tsp. ground cloves 
3 cups milk 
3 tbsp. flour 
1 can (3 1/2 02.) flaked coconut 
1/2 cup lime juice 
6 cups cooked white rice 
Chopped parsley 
In a 6-quart Dutch oven, brown the 


chicken pieces, a few at a time, on both 
sides, in melted butter. Push pieces to 
the side as they brown. 


Add onion, ginger, curry, salt, sugar, 
pepper, cloves and milk to the Dutch 
oven, bring to the boil. Reduce heat, 
cover and simmer for one hour till meat 
is tender. With a slotted spon, remove 
the chicken and arrange around the 
edge of a large round platter. Cover and 
keep warm. 


Combine flour with 3 tablespoons 
cold water. Stirinto liquid in Dutch oven 
and bring to the boil, stirring. 
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Add coconut and lime juice and 
reheat gently. Pour sauce over chicken 
(spoon it). Mound rice in center of 
platter and sprinkle with parsley. 


Serve, if desired, with chutney, 
chopped hard boiled eggs, chopped 
green pepper, chopped apple, chopped 
cucumber, kumquats and sliced 
bananas sprinkled with lemon juice, in 
individual bowls as accompaniments.

CRANBERRY MOUSSE 
Sauce: 


1 pound fresh or frozen cranberries 

2 cups granulated sugar 

2 cups water 
Combine 


cranberries, sugar and 


water in a saucepan. Bring to a boil, over 
medium heat, stirring occasionally. 
Cover and simmer for 2 minutes stirring 
once or twice. Turn off heat and let 
stand until cool. 


With a slotted spoon, skim out about 
3/4 of the cranberries and set aside. 
Reserve remainder of cranberries and 
liquid as sauce for the mousse. 


Mousse: 


41/2 tbsp. granulated sugar 
11/2 tbsp. cornstarch 

2 cups milk 

2 envelopes plain gelatin 

1 tsp. orange extract 

1 cup whipping cream 


Sprinkle gelatin and 3 tbsp. 
granulated sugar over milk in a 
saucepan - heat to dissolve. Mix 
together cornstarch and remainder of 
the granulated sugar. Sprinkle 
cornstarch and sugar mixture over milk. 


Cook over low heat, stirring with a 
wire whip until thick. Remove from 
heat; cool and add orange extract. Chill 
until the consistency of heavy syrup but 
do not allow to set. 


Whip the whipping cream until firm; 
beat milk mixture with wire whip until 
smooth. Fold whipped cream and milk 
mixture together; fold in the 
cranberries set aside earlier. 


Mold, cover and chill until set. 


Serve with cranberry sauce on the 
side. Serves 8. 


COLD ‘PINK SOUP’ 


1 cup fresh milk 
1/2 cup sour cream 
2 tbsp. white vinegar (or to taste) 
1/2 tsp. salt 
1 tsp. sugar (or to taste)

Councillors criticize CHMC 


for not conferring with town 


Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation has a Rural and Native 
Housing Program which is aimed at 
providing better housing for families in 
rural Canada at prices and monthly 
payments they can afford. Payments are 
based on 25% of the gross annual family 
income, and cover interest and 
mortgage. 


Communities of less than 2,500 
people can be eligible and, in this area, 
the program is going on in Deseronto 
and Stirling. 


The first step is to form a housing 
committee and this was done when 
Deseronto was designated about a year 
ago. This committee works with a 
housing worker, or directly with the 
government, to decide what its 
community needs are, and plans for the 
construction of new houses and the 
rehabilitation of existing houses. 


CMHC has committed itself to 
acquiring 6 units in Deseronto and three 
have been arranged to date. 


Bruce Hudgins, CMHC, Kingston 
office, provided members of 
Deseronto’s Town Council with this 
information at MOnday night's 
meeting. 

But most councillors felt there should 
have been more consultation with the 
town before the program got this far 
along. 

‘| object to you people doing this 
without letting us know,’ Councillor 
Bob Graydon said. ‘There are a lot of 
people in town in need of housing and 
we hear you are coming in and buying 
houses.’ 


‘| hope you appreciate our problem,’ 
Councillor Roger Cole said. ‘People 
already paying the full shot on a 
mortgage hear rumours about other 
people in town buying for considerably 
less. It’s a bit of a dilemna for us.” 


‘How did you get the applicants for 
this program,’ Mayor John Neal wanted 
to know, and questions were raised 
about ‘parachuting’ people into the 
community. ~* 


‘We're not parachuting people in,’ 
the CMHC representative said. ‘They 
have to have at least a year’s residence 
here.’ 


‘It should be publicied if it’s expanded 
in the new year,’ Councillor Cole said. 
‘You might have 500 applicants.’

Told us it could blow up at any minute 
evacuees from Mississsauga report 


‘We were just getting ready for bed 
when we heard the first explosion and 
saw a big ball of fire from our bedroom 
window. We thought it was an atomic 
bomb,’ said Mrs. Hilda MacDonald, 
who, with her husband Roger and three 
young sons, fled from the scene of the 
deadly chlorine spill when a freight train 
was derailed in Mississaugua over the 
past weekend. 


The family is now staying with Roger's 
mother, Mrs. Mabel Moore, Edmon 
Street, Deseronto. 


The MacDonalds live in a sixth-floor 
apartment about four or five blocks 
from where the derailment occurred. 


‘We started o st to see what had 
happened. There were flying sparks of 
fire. At first we thought the chemical 
plant might have exploded,’ she said. 


‘Crowds of people were heading for 
the scene and they even parked on 
sidewalks while the ambulances, police 
and firemen were trying to get through. 


‘Then a second explosion came, we 
ran back home ...like nothing.” 


‘Later the police came to our door and 
told us we'd better leave ... the fumes 
could make us sick or kill us. So we just 
grabbed a few things ...Jeffrey still has 
his pyjamas on under his jacket,’ she 
said, ‘And | have to find a doctor for 
Kenneth because he needs penicillin.” 


‘We live on the sixth floor and it 
seemed like an eternity waiting for the 
elevator ... they had told us it could blow 
up at any minute.’ 


They were first evacuated to Square 
One Plaza and she did make one trip

When you step into taxidermy workshop 
you feel as if you are out in the wilds

One of the first things you see upon 
entering is a black duck, balancing 
expertly on one foot, scratching the side 
of his head with the other.Nearby a 
snowy owl, with outstretched wings, has 
just caught a snowshoe hare in its talons. 


A green-winged teal seems 
suspended in mid-air as it alights on a 
log. A badger crouches and bares his 
teeth and a great horned owl assumes a 
defensive pose. 


A black bear cub peers inquisitively to 
one side as he clings to a white birch. 
And a cougar checks for intruders as he 
guards his prey - a fawn, not yet dead, 
blood oozing from its side, nose and 
mouth. 


No, this is not some wildnerness area 
teaming with wildlife. It isthe workshop 
and home of a taxidermist in the small 
community of Sandhurst on Highway 
33, nineteen miles west of Kingston. 


The person responsible for the life- 
like specimens is 43-year-old Ron 
Reynolds who is carrying on a family 
tradition which has been passed down

through several generations on hi: 
wife’s side of the family. And the craf 
seems to show little sign of ending. His 
two young sons are showing an intense 
interest in taxidermy and his oldest son 
14, has already done some work. 


BIG GAME HUNTING GUIDE 


Ron Reynolds has an almost uncanny 
skill at capturing his specimens in a 
typical action pose which attests to his 
familiarity with the outdoors and its 
inhabitants. He has a keen interest in 
wildlife and their habits and spends 
some of his time each year asa big game 
hunting guide in the Northwest 
Territories. 


In just a short 17 years, the RR 1, Bath 
craftsman has built up a clientele which 
extends far into the United States anc 
parts of Europe, and it’s just been 
through word of mouth. 


‘Its been only in the last month tha 
we have done any advertising at all, anc 
that has been in Ontario Out Of Door: 
magazine, and advertising our supplies 
only.’ 


The taxidermist’s home also is a 
supply house, one of few in Canada and 
one of two in eastern Ontario which is 
able to supply not only other arez 
taxidermists with whatever they need 
but has the facilities to build the anima’ 
molds, wall panels and other necessities 
for the trade. 


Eyes and jaw sets are the only items he 
does not manufacture and these he 
orders from a supplier in the Uniteo 
States. 


Mr. Reynolds specializes in game 
animals and birds, but will do federally 
protected birds if the interested party 
acquires the proper permit.

ine second by-law is to control noise. 


It prohibits the emission of sound 
which can be clearly heard at ‘a point of 
reception (i.e. off your own property) 
from one of these acts ...operation of a 
motor vehicle so the tires squeal 
Operating a combustion engine or 
pneumatic devices without effective 
exhaust or muffling devices ...operating 
an electronic device or group of 
connected devices incorporating one or 
more loud speakers or other electro- 
mechanicl transducers and intended for 
the production, reproduction or 
amplification of sound ...persistent 
barking, calling or whining or other 


similar persistent noise making by any 
comestic pet. 


The third by-law is to regulate the 
obstructing, encumbering, injuring or 
fouling of streets and highways within 
Deseronto. 


It is three pages long and concerns 
such things as getting a ‘cut permit’ 
before digging up roads.

We've published a couple of the 
receipes below, to pique your interest. 


MUSHROOM QUICHE 


Quiche, pronounced ‘Kesh’ is a 
custard-like mixture of eggs, milk, and 
cheese, generally baked in a pie crust 
The optional addition of green onions, 
bacon, ham, or other fillings, gives it a 
unique and delicious taste. Quiche may 
be served as a main course, appetizer, or 
party snack. 


The traditional quiche is made in a flan 
ring, usually with a removable bottom. 
Today, you can find these in a variety of 
sizes with fluted or straight sides. 
However, if you prefer to serve it in the 
same dish in which you make it, there 
are many beautiful porcelain quiche 
dishes which are perfect for oven to 
table use. Individual tart-size quiches 
are best prepared in aluminum tart 
forms. 


1 10-ounce can sliced mushrooms 
Pastry for two 9-inch pie shells 
1/2 cup Swiss cheese, grated 

4 eggs 

2 T. green onion finely chopped 
1 cup cream 

1/4 tsp. salt 

dash pepper 

1/8 tsp. tarragon flakes 


Line pie plates with pastry and flute 
edges. Bake 8 minutes at 450 degrees F. 
Cool. 


Spread mushrooms, grated cheese, 
and green onion over bottom of pie 
shells. 


Combine eggs, cream, and 
seasonings, and beat well. Pour into pie 
shells. 


Bake at 400 degrees F. for 25-30 
minutes or until a knife inserted in 
center comes out clean. 


THE FRENCH OMELETTE 


There are two basic types of omelettes, 
the plain or French one and the puffy 
one with a souffle-like texture. The 
difference between the two is 
determined by the method of 
preparation and cooking. The egg yolks 


and whites for French omelettes are 
beaten together and the omelette is 
cooked over direct heat. When making 
puffy omelettes, the yolks and whites 
are beaten separately, cooked over 
direct heat until browned on the 
underside, then baked until set. 


The first step in making a perfect 
omelette is selecting the right pan. 
Choose any slope-sided pan, 6-7 inches 
in diameter. Unless the skillet has anon- 
stick coating, it must be ‘seasoned’ first 
to prevent the omelette from sticking. 


To season a skillet, pour 1/2inch of salad 
oil into the pan and heat until the oil 
smokes slightly; remove from heat and 
let cool in the pan; drain and wipe 
clean. 


A seasoned pan should never be 
washed. Simply scour with salt and wipe 
off with a paper towel after each use. 


2 eggs 
2 T water 
salt and pepper to taste 


To prepare omelette mixture, beat 
together eggs, water and seasonings. 


Heat pan until hot enough to sizzle a 
drop of water. Place a pat of butter in 
pan, rotating the pan continuously so 
that the butter does not burn. 


Quickly pour egg mixture into pan. 
(Watch for the bubbles; the more 
bubbles, the fluffier the omelette.) 


Once the outer edges of the omelette 
begin to set, quickly draw them toward 
the center of the pan using a spatula. Tilt 
and rotate the pan enough to allow any 
uncooked egg to flow into the empty 
spaces. 


Direct the handle of the pan toward 
your navel and fill the left side of the 
omelette only.(Left-handed persons 
should fill the right side of the omelette 
and should hold pan in their right hand) 

Taking the spatula in your right 


hand, slip it under the right side of the 
omelette and carry it over to fold the 
omelette in half. Now, holding the pan 
with your left hand, turn the omelette 
upside down onto a plate.

Causes and cures of colds and flu have long been obscured b iti 
old wives’ tales, and the tall talk of shevieinn pay iiiars. eile ain 


Here are a couple of old wives’ tales. 


Sauerkraut is good for acold, according to an old German proverb. Garlic may be even 
better - at least it keeps people at a distance. Scientists hae not yet found a cure for the 


cold. 


Italian astrologers used to believe influenza was affected by the stars, hence the name, 
which means ‘influence’ in Italian. But we now know influenza is amuch more down-to- 
eart problem caused by disease-producing agents called viruses, which spread from one 


person to another. 


People get colds from sitting drafts, or from getting their feet wet. Wrong again Even 
an Arctic explorer won't get a cold unless he catches it from someone else. However, 
over-tiredness and a poor diet can be the open sesame to cold and flu viruses. 


WS 


VIRUSES SPREAD EASILY 


Viruses ride on tiny droplets expelled 
during coughing, sneezing or talking, 
and spread from person to person when 
the droplets are inhaled. 


So small they cannot be seen under 
ordinary microscopes, viruses are often 
cartied on hands that touch food, the 
face, or other people’s hands ... and the 
chain of infection goes on. 


Colds and flu biruses are most 


catching indoors, where people are . 


close together; there are few open 
windows, and air is not circulating well. 
Air-conditioning systems in which there 
is no humidifier produce dray air and 
increase the risk of viral infection. 


THE COMMON COLD 


The so-called common cold can be 
caused by any of more than 100 kinds of 
virus, hence the difficulty finding a 
single cure. 


None are dangerous, but the 
weakened condition of the cold sufferer 
may be the welcome mat for more 
serious diseases like pheumonia and 
tracheobronchitis. 


All colds have roughly the same 
symptoms - runny nose, a stuffed-up 
feeling, dulled sense of taste and smell, 
general lethargy and discomfort. But 
some cold viruses zero in on one part of 
the respiratory system - rhinitis is an 
infection of the nose; pharyngitis, the 
throat; and laryngitis, the voice box. 


Cold sy..nptoms don’t always mean a 
cold. A child coming down with measles 
may have cold symptoms, and there are 
dozens of other diseases that start in the 
same way. 


INCUBATION PERIOD 


Cold and flu viruses usually take 
about three days to settle in, or 
incubate, before first symptoms appear. 


Unfortunately, this is also when they 
are most contagious, so many people 
don’t know they have a cold when it is 
most catching. 


But once the symptoms do appear, it’s 
just a matter of common sense and 
consideration for others. Coughs and 
sneezes should be covered, used 
handkerchiefs should be washed or 
disposed of as soon as possible, and cold 
sufferers should keep their distance.- 


After a cold, the body builds 
resistance, but only for a few months, 
and adults average two. colds a year. 
Children are more susceptible. 


NO KNOWN CURE 


Since most Canadians live in areas 
where it isn’t always possible to avoid 
crowded places where colds and flu may 
be present, the best defences are 
healthy exercise, nutritious meals anu 
basic hygiene. 


Anti-cold vaccines have not been 
proven effective. 


Nor is there a known cure for the 
common cold. Antibiotics and vitamins 
don’t help, although some products, 
like ASA tablets and nasal 
decongestants, do offer some relief 
from symptoms.

INFLUENZ A 


Like the common cold, influenza is 
highly contagious. It is also more severe 
and usually takes longer to clear up. 


Unlike a cold, influenza can generally 
be prevented by vaccination. 


Pandemics (intercontinental 
epidemics) are particularly deadly and 
return about every 10 years. 


In the pandemic of 1918 - before the 
development of modern vaccine - 21 6 
million people died, almost as many as 
from the bubonic plague, or Black 
Death, in the 14th century. 
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But thanks to advances in modern 
medicine, pandemics today - the 1957 
Asian flu or the Hong Kong flu in 1967 - 
are not nearly as dangerous and are 
rapidly brought under control. 


The very young and the very old, 
particularly elderly people with heart 
trouble, are prone to get flu. Pregnant 
women are also vulnerable. These peopl 
should see a doctor at the first sign ofan 
outbreak. 


The first symptom is often a high 
temperature which may then be 
followed by coughing with spitting, 
c hills, muscle aches and pains, loss of 
appetite, a head cold or nausea. 


For most people the flu bug will 
simply run its course and be gone within 


two weeks. Modern wonder-drugs 
won't help the patient and most doctors 
will recommend bed rest and liquids. 


Both a cold and influenza are best fed 
nine a light, nutritious diet, with lots to 
rink.

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A first-hand report on Libya 


By JAN NICOL 


Recently, | attended a conference in 
Libya. Like many of the other observers 
from the oil-importing countries, | 
accepted the invitation out of curiosity 
about the Arab world which, through its 
large supplies of oil, has become so 
important to us 


While | am no expert in the oil 
industry, | was stunned by many of the 
impressions | gained of Libya, and their 
implications, indirectly, for Canada 


Vil try to express these in the 
sequence in which | experienced them 


Before we arrived, | knew only that 
Libya was a large country in North West 
Africa, bordering the Mediterranean 
Because of the sea access to European 
markets, Libyan oil exports have at least 


~ this advantage over other oil-producing 


Arab countries 


For most of its modern history, Libya 
was an undeveloped desert culture with 
a small population, successively ruled by 
foreign colonial governments, the most 
recent being Italy 


A monarchical government was set up 
following independence after the 
Second World War 


OIL ACTIVITY FAIRLY RECENT 


Libyan oil supplies were not actively 
developed until fairly recent history, 
because the large oil corporations of the 
industrialized countries (mainly 
American) were producing plenty in 
other countries such as Saudi Arabia 


Anxious to keep world prices 
artificially high, they had no desire to 
flood the market (literally). They were 
effectively able to keep out smaller 
competitors by simply refusing to refine 
their oil imports and, back as far as 1959, 
actually convinced the Eisenhower 
government to set import restrictions. 


At home, of course, we would call this 
a cartel and it is not too far fetched to 


believe that the O.P.E.C._ nations 
learned this tactic from the oil 
companies. 


For a variety of reasons, Libya was able 
to break this cartel and proceeded to 
give oil rights to smaller firms. 


The politics of all this is extremesy 
confusing even to the mid-eastern 
experts whom | met at the Libyan

FROM POOR, TO WEALTHY NATION 


When Colonel Qadafi led a 
revolution against the aged and weak 
monarch in 1969, he became a moving 
force to increase oil prices even further 


In terms of dollars, the Libyan 
economy then has moved very rapidly 
from being an extremely poor country 
to becoming an extremely wealthy 
nation. Significant distribution to the 
people is arranged through free rents, 
highly subsidized food and consumer 
goods, such as Cars and TV's 


When | transferred at London, 
England, to an Air Libya plane, the 
wealth was not obvious. Many of the 
Libyans were traditionally dressed in 
simple clothes of drab colours 


However, | noticed that most were 
wearing very expensive watches and 
jewellery, apparently the reason for 
their trip. Some were returning from 
operations by English doctors 
Apparently health care, although free in 
Libya, is not yet up to western standards. 
Nevertheless these were ordinary 
Libyans and the expense of health care 
abroad did not seem out of their 
financial limits. 


| was pleased too that most of the 
women did not cover their faces and 
were not uneasy about talking to me, 
although very few women know 
English...a reflection of the still- 
lingering sex discrimination in 
education. 


Without the usual diversion of 


drinking on a plane (all alcoholic 
beverages are strictly prohibited in 
Libya), all the passengers spent a lot of 
time looking at each other. 


er ree eae 
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THE KING TOOK OUR ROOMS! 


By the time we arrived, we were 
exhausted and, to our dismay, we were 
driven immediately to the university 
where the conference was being held, 
for registration. Finally we were shuttled 
off to our hotel in a group, only to be 
told by a hotel clerk that we had no 
rooms! Apparently the King of Saudi 
Arabia had arrived and he and his 
entourage of several hundred people 
had taken all the rooms in our hotel! 

This was incomprehensible to me as 
Libya's leader is a known opponent of 
monarchies and, in fact, the purpose of 
his conference was to discuss his 
‘perfect’ democracy in Libya. 


For me, this was the first of a long 
series of confusing contradictions that I 
never did resolve and that no one ever 
explained. 
LET ME WAKE UP FIRST! 


The next morning at breakfast, a 
young Libyan man asked me if | really 
thought our type of representational 
democracy actually reflected tne 
interests of the masses. 


Still suffering from a lack of sleep, | 
could hardly cope with buttering my 
toast, let alone handle such a question. 


I should have taken this as a hint as to 
the flavour of the conference 
proceedings. Speaker after speaker, ina 
multitude of languages, rose to praise 
the ‘peoples’ congresses’ of Libya and 
their creator, Chairman Qadafi. 


| waited in vain for an explanation ot 
this system. Burdened by my western 
bias, | couldn’t understand how a 
country without a parliament could bea 


democracy.

But the speeches of praise continued « 
for three days. Only two brave 
Americans gently asked how 2 million 
Libyans could be consulted on every 
issue as implied by a perfect democracy, 
In- answer, Colonel Qadafi, who 
attended the meeting once a day, said 
they ‘did not understand’. 


On the last day of the conference, an 
interpreter from France guardedi 
implied to me that the French speakers 
at least belonged to Political 
organizations which either received of 


hoped for Libyan financial support. 


For the first time in my life, | gai 
some inkling into the estes towhich 
people will prostitute themselves for 
money. Would Canada ever reach that 
point if short of energy, | wondered? 


WORKERS FROM EGYPT 


One evening, when | literally could 
stand no more rhetoric, | stayed at the 
hotel....(the King had finally pulled out). 


Desperate for drinking water, which | 
could not get from room service, | went 
to the desk and asked the clerk for a 
bottle of water . He and another clerk 
were just finishing work and offered to 
take me to a cafe. 


From them I learned something of the 
great division within the Arab world. 
Both were from oil-poor, but 
population-large, Egypt. Without the 
work of themselves and the million 
imported workers, Libya would grind to 


a stand-still.

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Likewise, without western and/or * 


communist technology, oil would not 
be pumped out of the ground, and the 
tremendous construction of apartments 
and public works could not be possible. 


Libya for them was a dull place, 
compared with their homeland, and 
they planned to stay only long enough 
to save up asum of money which would 
give them a good stake when they 
returned to Egypt. 


They missed the night life and the 
freer society in general. They also 
missed women - their companionship as 
much as their physical attraction. Libyan 
women, while not forbidden to 
participate in many activities, stilldon’t, 
possibly because of tradition. For 
Egyptian workers, they are even further 
isolated because of their efforts to make 
peace with Israel, a position scorned by 
Colonel Qadafi. 


However, much of the Arab world’s i 


tough stand towards Israel 1s posturing 
for status. 


During several oil ‘embargos’ 
purportedly to punish Israel’s friends, 
the cutbacks were extremely limited. 


Throughout our stay, we rarely heard 
any reference to Israel and even these 
comments came from foreign visitors 
such as Vanessa Redgrave, a woman 
who is happiest in an environment of 
slogans without meanings. 


Apparently following her example of 
using the Academy Awards as a public 
platform, a young black man from 

England used the conterence to rail at 
the prejudice and injustice in England. 


Curiously | noticed him at English 
immigration, pushing and shoving as 
anxiously as the rest of us to get back 
into that country he had so denounced. 


DISORGANIZED EXIT 


Our entry into Libya was a march of 
efficiency compared to our exit. 
: oe 5 
We were assurea that all our 


arrangements had been made, first to 
see some of the country and then to 
depart for home. 

Of course, this had not been done 
and everyone tried at once to get tickets 
out. 


Libya is not in need of tourists’ dollars 
and little effort is made to keep you 


there or to entice you back. Suddenly 
some 300 guests realised that they were 
on their own in a city with no office for 
the airlines. 


Finally, in a casual conversation with 
some Maltese, we discovered two 
Libyans arranging tickets from a billiard 
room of a hotel. We had no choice but 
to give them our tickets and hope thay 
really were authorized to make 
reservations. 


This process took a day and a half, 
during which | stayed in my hotel 
room, Although we were situated by the 
Mediterranean, | knew from the glances 
of the single, foreign workers along the 
beach that a woman in a modern 
western bathing suit would really cause 
a commotion. 


Effectively curtailed from swimming, 
drinking and shopping (everything is 
closed on Fridays), there isn’t much left 
for the visitor to do. We envied one of 
the Canadian observers who had left 
after three days, apparently to quench 
his thirst. 


In the evening we received our 
reservations, and although we were 
disappointed to have seen so little of 
Libya, we were relieved that we had 

_ arranged for departure. 


SEARCHED THREE TIMES 


The next evening. after a stop over at 
another Libyan airport, where | was 
searched three times and had to pass 
through customs( in the same country?), 
and then run to my plane, | arrived in 
England. 


lam not exaggerating when I say I felt 
truly blessed to be in that country and to 
have Canada to be coming home to. All 
the money in the Libyan coffers will 
never produce one of our forests or 
lakes with which we are so abundantly 
provided and which we have so 
shamefully treated. et 


While these personal feelings were 


. important for me, my impressions of the 


oil situation, if they are correct, are 
important for Canadians. 

In all due respect to Libya which is 
certainly distributing much oil wealth 
among its people, my over-all 
impression is that this is still a 
developing country.

Moreover, from my conversations 
with journalists and people who study 
the mid-east, who were in Libya, the 
other Arab countries are in the same 
state. 


How then is it possible that these 
countries with their numerous divisions 
along political and nationalistic lines 
have been able to throw the economies 
of the developed nations into their 
present tailspin? 


OIL COMPANIES AREN'T 
GOVERNMENTS 


The sad truth is that we have allowed 
the oil companies to act as if they were 
our governments, working on behalf of 
us as consumers. 


Even today, there are very few 
Canadian experts situated in these 
countries to provide our government 
with information. We rely instead on 
reports from journalists of other 
countries, who have often received 
their information from the oil 
companies. 


Of course, this is not surprising. Even 
in Canada, we still have no independent 
figures on our reserves of gas and oil. 
Why should we ac cept the reports of 
companies, whose only responsibility is 
to the shareholder through increased 
profits, always at the expense of the 
consumer? 


If only a little of the hundreds of 
millions of dollars we have all paid for 


_unnecessary fuel costs had been spent 


on maintaining independent sources in 
the oil countries, we may have had 
better information on which to make 
political decisions. 


The present government's complete 
surprise at the Arab world’s reaction to 
their proposal for the Israeli Embassy 
illustrates an incredible lack of 
knowledge about Arab feelings. 


Many serious economists are 
predicting another depression. If this 
happens it will be a direct result of the 
rapid increases in fuel prices. 


Surely Canadians and other peoples 
of the industrialized nations will call the 
oil companies to account before this 
happens. 


Exxon, the largest U.S. oil company 
recently reported a 118 % increase in 
profits over the same period last year. 
These profits have accrued from a mass 
campaign to convince the oil importing 
nations that prices had to rise to 
encourage conservation and 
exploration of domestic markets in the 
event that the Arab nations will 
cut us offf because we are friendly to 
Israel. 


The very ieast our government should 
be doing is getting their own 
information and making their own 
decisions on these matters before they 
commit Canadians to further economic 
hardship.

This followed a story in the>Picton 
Gazette with the heading: ‘Rural Hydro 
Rate Gap Widening: Taylor’ Subsequent 
editorials in the Napanee Beaver and 
the Whig Stardard were written. The 
caption for the Beaver's ‘Views and 
Comments’ editorial was ‘Rural Hydro 
Seems Unfair’. The Whig Standard 
editorial was headed ‘Cities should 
subsidize rural Hydro’. 


The message that | had brought tothe 
attention of the public was that the 
history of hydro and its growth and 
switch from water power to thermal 
power was a continuing saga of ever 
escalating consumer rates and an ever 
widening gap between the lower rates 
charged city development and the 
higher rates charged rural communities. 


There is no question that increasing 
demand for electricity dictated more 
generating stations with higher price 
tags. While there’s still considerable 
potential for water power. It seemed 
wise to build larger thermal units closer 
to the market being supplied. Our 
growing cities had to be serviced. But 
coal, oil and nuclear fired generating 
stations don’t come cheap. The 
horrendous capital costs had to be 
financed. The servicing of this debt 
comes of course from the electrical 
consumer. Hydro’s capital program last 
year cost about $1.7 billion. Over the 
past 10 years it spent abouty $10 billion 
on capital construction. And over the 
past 10 years, the gap between the 
Toronto e lectrical consumer’s hydro 
bill and the rural residental hydro 
customer’s bill increased fourfold. 


As growth occurred in the urban areas 
and as new expensive generating 
stations were built to service theses 
areas, an opting out process took place. 
These densely developed communities 
were removed from the rural system, 
and included in the municipal utility 
systems and thereby became eligible to 
purchase bulk power at preferential 
rates.

It is apparent that the easily serviced 
customers are being skimmed off the 
rural system leaving mainly the thinly 
populated and remote regions of 
Ontario to bear an ever-increasingly 
expensive operation. 


_ As the distance between customers 
increases, more equipment and 
material are required to service each 
customer, and maintenance costs also 
increase. Exceet for some recognition of 
the higher customer density in 
suburban areas, costs in the rural system 
are pooled nd a uniform rate schedule 
applied. 


If Hydro rates were standardized 
across Ontario, the rural residential rate 
would decrease by 22 per cent and the 
city dwellers would pay bout 4 per cent 
more.

land, have instituted uniform residential 
power rates. Only remote communities 
served by diesel generators pay more, 
New Brunswick is somewhat unique in 
that the power rate in its largest city, 
Saint John, is actually higher than in the 
rest of that province. Three provinces, 
Prince Edward Island, Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan, have density factors built 
into their rates, but differences are only 
nominal. Other than Ontario, Alberta is 
the only province where rural 
residential rates are significantly higher 
than urban rates. Utilities in that 
province are mostly privately owned 
and operated for a profit. 


This takes me back in Ontario's 
history to Col. George Drew, who 
successfully ended the Hepburn era of 
Liberal government. It was 1943. A plank 
in Drew's political r'atform promised 
‘just and equitable’ power rates in 
recognition ‘that the publicly owned 
Hydro electric services of the province 
belong to all our people.’ In my view, it 
is time for a renewal of that 
commitment.

Defence policy should be set in Canada 
by Canadians aerospace engineer says 


This is the first in a series of articles... 
‘In Defence of Canada’...written by 
Wayne Cooper, who has recently 
retired from the Canadian Forces after 
22 years’ service as an aerospace 
engineer. He worked in Canada and the 
USA on a variety of projects, including 
the purchase of the CF 5 Fighter aircraft, 
development of an air cushion landing 
system for airplanes and experimental 
flight testing. He is a graduate of the 
Canadian Forces Staff College, 
Toronto, and the Armed Forces Staff 
College, Norfolk, Virginia. 


In this series of articles, he would like 
to give readers his analysis of some of 
the political and military decisions that 
will have an impact on the future of the 
Canadian Forces and ultimately on 
Canada. He believes in an effective 
defence policy, made in Canada, by 
Canadians and in the best interests of 
this country.

Defence Minister McKinnon’s study 
group investigating the merits of 
retaining the unified services should be 
well under way by now. 


When the Minister was choosing 
members of the group, he was 
apparently looking for people who 
were completely open-minded about 
integration. If he succeeded in this, the 
study group is composed of members 
who have no real understanding of what 
has happened to the Canadian Forces 
over the past 12 years. 

In order to assess the situation, 
however, they will be appalled to find 
out the truth. 


Integration of Canada’s three Armed 
Forces has been the systematic, self- 


inflicted destruction ot a once capable 
military force. It is impossible to look 
objectively at today’s unified Forces 
without concluding that integration has, 
to put it mildly, just not worked. 


Since 1967, the application of 
experimental theory, modified to satisfy 
selfish branch interests and 
implemented by unqualified leaders, 
has resulted in the all but complete 
decimation of Canada’s defence system. 


Some may wish to argue that the 
present state of our mililtarv is due only 
to budgeting constraints of the last 
decade or so. However, much of the 
blame for the suicidal spending policies 
can be put back onto the original reason 
for integration; the false assumption 
that integration would allow the same 
defence for less money. 


You may remember that cutting back 
from approximately 120,000 personnel 
down to about 80,000 was rationalized 
on the premise that integration would 
allow savings of about 40,000 military 
positions. I'm sure the politicians who 
repeatedly refused to increase the 
Department of National Defence(DND) 
budget couldn't live with themselyv es 
unless they honestly believed that 
integration was producing fantastic cost 
reductions through this new efficiency! 


Admittedly, more money in the 
Defence budget and more people in 
green uniforms may have kept our 
military more viable. However, the main 
objective of integrating was to get the 
same for less. 


Consequently, if we had only 
achieved the same for the same money, 
the program would still have been a

Consider the birdwatcher - a raffish 
character, his eyes forever in shrubs and 
tree tops, a bird guide in one hand and 
binoculars swinging from his neck. 


He hops into his car, usually a sub- 
compact inundated with nature society 
stickers. He brakes suddenly and 
without warning. A window is rolled 
down and a telescope falls into place, its 
powerful lens trained on a flock of 
ducks in some open water. 


You attempt to pass him. 
Unexpectedly he accelerates into a 
cloud of dust and flying pebbles as 
though unaware of your presence. 


Probably he didn’t see you. He is after 
birds today and can be most 
unpredictable. 


HUNDREDS OF THEM HERE 


In the Quinte area, the birdwatcher 
numbers in the hundreds. They are 
everywhere, some out every available 
moment tracking down birds. Others 
are content to do their watching 
through windows or at bird feeders. 


Others are not watchers but listeners. 
They go for leisurely walks, looking 
neither left nor right, but identifying 
birds as they go. 


These sound-oriented people can 
acquire great skill, and in the field can 
do a far better job identifying birds than 
can the best user of eyes. 


Let me introduce you to the frantic 
birdwatcher, or the ‘list-hound’. 


He is never without a check-list. His 
trousers and car glove compartment 
bulge with an unbelievable number of 
summer, autumn, winter and spring 
bird lists. There will be daily lists, weekly

recorded. 


Look for him at Prince Edward Point, 
Amherst Island, Presqu’ile Park, Point 
Pelee or any central spot where birds are 
known to congregate. 


He will be bustling about with a 
h appy kind of madness that the whole 
world could use a lot more of. He may 
set up camp here, have the habit of 
getting up when most people are just 
getting to bed, and will spend long, 
strenuous hours tramping fields and 
woods, wading in marshes and 
examining garbage dumps, cess pools 
and slurries. 


The addict in an active mood will 
glance, check off a species and rush 
onwards. If he doesn’t waste time on 
unnecessary delays such as eating, he 
might check off well over 100 species of 
birds in one day during the spring 
migration. 


The birdwatcher has eyes like an 
eagle. He can spot a microscopic 
movement in tall roadside grass while 
travelling at 50 miles per hour, while a 
passenger will be unable to see the bird 
after the car is backed up and the bird is 
pointed out. 


NAMBY-PAMBY PURSUIT??? 


Public acceptance of birdwatching, or 
birding as it is known today, is growing 
every decade. But years ago it was 
considered a rather namby-pamby 
pursuit favoured by elderly spinsters, 
retired pastors, school boys on a hike, 
the weak, the crippled and the elderly.

LET’S LOCK THE STABLE DOOR NOW! 


The air is relatively clear at the Mississaugua site of the 
CPR derailment ...the threat of deadly chlorine gas is 
over and people are returning home. 


But there’s another kind of clearing of the air yet to be 
done. A lot of questions have to be answered. Who 
reimburses the evacuaees?...Who takes the blame? ... 
Who is going to make sure it doesn’t happen again? 


There’s a great deal of controversy going on rightnow 
about reimbursement. CPRail has been paying some 
claims for compensation, but only to those people who 
would sign a waiver about making future claims. And a 
lot of people, over a barrel because of out-of-pocket 
expenses and lack of pay cheques during the week of 
evacuation, have been signing. 


Taxpayers may be picking up part of the loss-of- 
employment tab too. Some of those off work for that 
week are being advised to file Unemployment Insurance 
Claims. 

Much more important than the financial side, though, 
is the issue of responsibility for making sure such a near- 
catastrophe does not happen again. 


According to Canadian Press, uniform safety 
standards for transporting dangerous goods such as 
poisonous chemicals would be established under a bill 
introduced in the House of Commons on Monday by 
Transport Minister Donald Maz ankowski. 


Let’s hope it doesn’t get left in ‘near-limbo’ like the 
‘Spills Bill’ first introduced in the Ontario Legislature 
about a year ago and which is still not in the statutes.

This is a good time to look for 
Pegasus, the Winged Horse of 
Greek mythology. It is high in the 
south at 8:30 p.m. in mid- 
November, and moves westward to 
the position shown on the map by 
10:30 p.m. For obvious reasons this 
Constellation is referred to as the 
Great Square of Pegasus. The stars 
marking the comers of the square 
have beautiful Arabic names. Three 
of these, Scheat, Markab and 
Algenib are in Pegasus; the fourth, 
Alpheratz is in the constellation 
Andromeda. The nose of the 
winged horse is marked by Enif. 
Equuleus, the Foal or Little Horse, 
@ small trapezium shaped group of 
stars too faint to be shown on our 
map, lies just to the west of Enif. 


Look for Equuleus with binoculars. 
Then sweep overhead to locate the 
beautiful Andromeda Nebula. This 
faint, nebulous patch - barely 
visible to the unaided eye under 
ideal observing conditions — is a 
neighbouring galaxy in the con- 
Stellation Andromeda. A great spiral 
system of stars probably similar to 
our own Milky Way galaxy, it is so 
far away that the light by which we 
see it today left the galaxy over two 
million years ago. It is a beautiful 
sight in binoculars and telescopes! 
The map shows the sky as it 
appears about 10:30 p.m. in mid- 
November when viewed from a 
latitude of approximately 50°. 

When choosing a star map look for 


stargazing

one that is designed to be used 
within a few degrees of your 
latitude so that the distances of 
stars above the horizon will be 
correctly represented. It is easy to 
check the map. Remember that the 
distance of the pole star above the 
horizon in degrees is equal to your 
latitude. On our map Polaris is 
located just a little more than 
halfway between the northern 
horizon and the small cross near 
the top of the map indicating the 
point overhead. 


PLANETS: Three bright planets 
grace the early moming sky this 
month. Mars, Jupiter and Satum 
stand almost equally spaced along 
a line sloping sharply upward from 
the eastern horizon with Mars 
highest in the sky and Satum 
closest to the horizon. Regulus, the 
brightest star in Leo, is close to 
Mars. They share this part of the 
sky with the waning crescent moon 
on three successive momings. On 
the 12th the moon is close to Mars

Hughes received a call from an 
unidentified young girl telling himthata 
bomb had been placed in the school 
cafeteria by some senior students. 


‘Her call didn’t have much 


legitimacy,’ Mr. Hughes said, ‘but we 
took all precautions.’ 


The regular fire alarm was sounded 
and students went out into the rain for 
about seven minutes while a search was 
conducted in the school. 


Firemen and police were alerted and 
helped with the search.

Lena Cummings is just one of the

‘But | think 
there should be a restraining order on 
buying until we have answers.’ 


‘I don’t say we haven't any interest,’ 
Councillor R. Cole said, ‘but our hands 
are tied until we get answers.’ 


The town has written to Jack Ellis, MP 
for Hastings Prince Edward, but has had 
no answer yet. 


At the November 12th meeting of 
council, representatives from CMHC 
were on hand to provide information.

We got approval with the 
condition that in five years’ time we 
would bring the building up to curren 
standards,’ 


The school was built in 1954 and he 
pointed out that over the years changes 
have been made to the Ontario Building 
Code. 


‘It’s not a matter of having more exits, 
he said, ‘but a matter of making sure nc 
fire could spread from the corridors o1 
classrooms into the exit system.’ 


Basic requirements would be 
separating classrooms from corridor: 
with fire proof materials ... relacing 
some glassed-in areas (such as the uppe 
part of a wall on the south corridor) witt 
approved materials ... replacing louvre 
for air circulation with some havin 
automatic dampers in case of fire 


He estimates the school board would 
need almost $3 million next year tc 
bring the 40 of its 110 buildings up te 
current standards....$1 million to keer 
up with maintenance and repair and the 
other $2 million to bring the more 
serious buildings up to standard 


In this year’s budget, only a little over 
$800,000 was set aside for maintenance 
programs.

BIG AND SMALL — WE TAKE THEM ALL 
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Canadian pilots like 
Buck Rogers - out of 
a time capsule 


This is the second in a series of 
articles...In.| Defence of Canada’... 
written by Wayne Cooper, recently 
retired from the Canadian Forces after 
22 years’ service as an aerospace 
engineer. 


At last we are on the eve of the final 
selection for the replacement of 
Canada’s worn out fleet of obsolete 
fighter aircraft. 


It may seem unfair to be a wet blanket 
in the midst of the Canadian Forces’ 
excitement at finally seeing the day 
when they will be operating modern 
fighters again. However, the eventual 
go ahead on either the CF-18 or the CF- 
16 should hardly be considered a 
success story for the Department of 
National Defence. 


At best, it is a hollow victory, 
comparable perhaps to General 
Middleton’s defeat of Riel’s forces at 
Batoche; if you ignore many of the facts, 
it might indeed pass as a victory 


The main detraction from the New 
Fighter Aircraft (NFA) celebration is that 
it is long overdue. The RCAF started 
planning for the replacement of the CF- 
104's and Voodoos about 15 years ago 
This far-sighted planning was quashed 
when it came time for Ottawa to expend 
dollars and manpower. 


Studies were again commenced in the 
early 70's, but the powers that be once 
again postponed the work until the mid 
70's. 


In the decade that passed between 
1965 and 1975, a generation of fighters 
was conceived, designed, tested and 
produced. The Canadian Forces stood 
helplessly by as mere spectators.Even 
worse, in 1965 the Minister of National 
Defence turned his back on the 
previous generation of fighters by 
selecting the CF-5 instead of the F-4, A-7 
or other aircraft which should have 
replaced our inventory of ‘Century 
Series’ airplanes in the early 70’s. 


The net result is that Canada has been 
on the sidelines while two generations 
of fighter aircraft have evolved. 


To further dampen spirits, we have to 
realize that the final decision on the 
NFA has yet to be made, followed by 
contract negotiations, etc.,etc. 


When will the airplanes be 
operational with the squadron? A wild 
guess would be after 1985. By 1985, the 
F-14, F-15 and F-16 (members of one of 
the lost generations) will be into at least 
their second design iteration. 


In the meantime, the Canadian Forces 
will just be phasing out the CF-104’s and 
Voodoos. 


Our pilots and technicians will be 
stepping out of a time capsule just like 
‘Buck Rogers in the 25th Century’. 
Unfortunately, the reality will not be as 
entertaining as its fictional counterpart. 


As always, Canadian military 
personnel will dig in, press on and make 
the best of a bad situation. But when 
they are sweating blood in the late 80's 
they will be justified if they curse the 
military and political leaders of the 60's 
and 70's whose irresponsible planning 
created the technical shock.

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New book recalls happy memories of visits to century-old family home

There is an excellent new book, just 
published, called ‘Homesteads’ which 
contains pictures of early homes built 
between Kingston and Toronto 


People in the Quinte area will 
recognize many of the houses and the 
old family names 


But authors Margaret McHurney and 
Mary Byre have done more than 
compile a pictorial history ... they have 
made the book come alive by providing 
a lot of interesting detail about the 
families who lived in the houses 


| was particularly intrigued with the 
reminiscences. Both sides of my family 
were United Empire Loyalists and, as | 
looked through the book, | came across 
many family homes and the names of my 
ancestors. 


But | missed one. 


On page 84. the doorway(pictured 
right) was printed and although this 
doorway leads into a house wnere | 
spent many happy childhood hours, | 
didn't recognize it at once. 


The house is on Highway 2, in Odessa 


It was built in the 1860's and my cousins, * 


Ruth and Marion Cairns, who now live 
in it are, like myself, descendents of 
Parker Timmerman, who owned a store 
on the Main Street and was postmaster 
from 1841 to 1897. 


Parker Timmerman was my mother’s 
grandfather and her sister, Mrs. Robert 
Cairns, lived in the Main Street home for 
many years. 


| dropped in to see my cousins last 
week and we were discussing the new 
book, ‘Homesteads’. 


‘Did you see the picture of our 
house?’ they asked. 


‘No,’ | said. ‘How could | have missed 
it?’ 

*You probably missed it because it just 
shows the front door and you never 
used it,’ they said. 


And that was true! 


There were all kinds of doors at the 
back of the house at that time...one 
from a shed and one from each of the 
sides. It was the kind of happy house 
that rambled all over the place, and the 
quickest way to the kitchen, where my 
aunt spenta lot of her time, was through 
the back. 


And you never knew from one visit to 
the next which room would be the 
kitchen. 


My aunt Lou was like | am. She liked a 
change and kept moving things around. 


But, wherever the kitchen was at any 
particular time, that’s where all the kids 
were too. She loved kids...had nine of 
her own...and you never left the warm, 
cozy kitchen empty-handed. Usually 
you got a piece of bread and butter with 
brown sugar...at least that's what | 
remember best.

Another anecdote | could add about 
another of the family ancestral homes is 
about the one out along the Front Road, 
between Kingston and Lemoynes Point, 
occupied many years ago by 
descendents of Captain Michael Grass 


The story isthat, because of the iron at 
the bottom of Lake Ontario, the area is 
frequently struck by lightning. 


One day a batch of freshly-caught fish 
were sitting in a sink in the house and 
were charred to ashes when a bolt of 
lightning struck the pipes. 


The book ‘Homesteads’ will interest 
anyone with a sense of local history or a 
concern for Ontario's architectural 
heritage. 


But it will be of particular interest to 
those who can, as | did, look through it 
and be reminded of a happy past.

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“BELL CANADA NOT CHEAP EITHER’ 


Local MPP to meet minister to discuss 
Community and Bell telephone costs 


James Taylor, MPP for Prince Edward- 
Lennox announced today that he was 
meeting with the Honourable James 
Snow, Minister of Transportation and 
Communications on December 12th in 
regard to a mounting and widespread 
public concern over proposed rate 
hikes for Community Telephone 
Company subscribers. ‘Everyone 
understands that costs keep climbing 
Taylor said. ‘However, some proposed 
rate increases are exhorbitant when you 
consider what is happening. For 
example, the cost of a residential 
individual line in Adolphustown (Group 
5) will increase from $6.20 to $11.25 
Individual business lines will increase 
from $13.85 to $25.40 in the same 
community.” 


And Bell Canada doesn’t exactly 
come cheap,’ Taylor continued. ‘! pay 
$25.98 for an individual line in my home 
in Northport. | feel privacy is essential 
when discussing constituent’s personal 
problems. A private line in Toronto 
costs $9.15. In both cases these rates 
include provincial sales tax. In Toronto! 
can call over 2 million people without a 
long distance charge. In Northport | 
can’t even call the adjacent municipality 
of Ameliasburgh without suffering toll 
charges 


‘And rural service and reliability sure 
don't compare with urban service,’ 
Taylor said. ‘Rural telephone rates are 
going the way of the postal rates. It’s 
about time rural Ontario was brought 
into the 20th century along with the rest 
of the Province. We don’t want hand- 
outs — we just want fair treatment.’ 


The member for Prince Edward-Lennox 
has met in the past with officials of Bell 
Canada and discussed on a number of 
occasions the need for the upgrading of 
service and the extension of the calling 
areas. He has also voiced his concern to 
the Minister of Transportation and 
Communications in regard to the 
Provincially supervised Community 
Telephone System. 


| think that the Ontario Government 
has a lead role to play in solving this 


problem, Taylor said. ‘If the 
Community Telephone Company 
cannot operate a viable service at 


sensible rates, then it should pull out in 
favour of a company that can! Rural 
residents deserve better than they are 
getting,’ Taylor continued, ‘As a matter 
of fact, | intend to take two local 
subscribers to the meeting with the 
Minister of Transportation and 
Communications on December 12th so 
that he can hear directly from the 
people who do not enjoy the quality of 
telephone service that most Ontarians 
take for granted — and at much lower 
rates

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Old post cards, land titles, deeds among 
Metcalfe artifacts now in County Museum

The late Willis Metcalfe of Black River 
was probably best known in Prince 
Edward County for his three books, 
‘Canvas and Steam on Quinte Waters’, 
‘Marine Memories’, and ‘Memories of 
Yesteryear’ 


Keenly interested in marine activities, 
Willis had a remarkable collection of 
marine artifacts. Shortly after his death 
two years ago, the South Marysburgh 
Marine Society purchased about 80 per 
cent of the collection for the Mariners 
Memorial Park and Museum at South 
Bay 


During the annual mariners’ service 
held at South Bay United Church in 
August of this year, special tribute was 
paid to the late Willis Metcalfe who was 
instrumental in many projects 
connected with the museum. 


According to his twin brother, 
Willard, his interest in ships and sailing 
probably came as a result of the family’s 
early life at their home at Point Traverse, 
an area reknowned for its commercial 
fishing activities and history of ship 
wrecks. 


Willard recalls that Willis’ intense 
desire to collect memorabillia started 
around 1930 when he was about 20 years 
of age. Willis bought a collection of 
miscellaneous items, including turtle 
shells and guns, from a Prince Edward 
County resident. 


COMPULSIVE COLLECTOR 


Willis became a compulsive collector 
and his home at Black River became a 
museum of artifacts, papers, 
documents, post cards, old 
photographs, newspapers and 
clippings.

‘Willis was always working on his 
collections, up until he died,’ recalls 
Willard. ‘If people stopped by and he 
happened to be around, Willis was only 
too happy to show them what he had.’ 


In October of this year, the historian’s 
wife, Ruth, donated her late husband's 
collection to several of the county's 
museums 


Prince Edward County Museum 
curator, Don MacDermaid says he has 
forwarded a letter of thanks to Ruth 
Metcalfe, emphasizing the value of such 
a donation for genealogical research. 
‘It is these thoughts and gifts which 
make museums possible’. 


The donation to the Prince Edward 
County Museum consists of more than 
600 items, which took two days to sort 
into various categories, says Mr. 
MacDermaid 


There are newsoaper clippings, letter 
heads, stories about Milford and Picton, 
post cards, Christmas cards, notes on 
former businesses, land titles, deeds and 
bills. 


‘Where he got all these things, | don’t 
know,’ comments Mr. MacDermaid. 
‘Sorting through the collection has been 
very interesting. You can gain a whole 
new insight into a person by what he 
saves.’ 


Willis saved articles and clippings on 
wildlife; when the shipping season 
opened up, anything 09 boats, and 
seemed particularly drawn to anything 
which contained dates or place names, 
or names of businesses no longer in 
existence.
